Trustee Election Set For 
August 8 By PUSD Board 


PLACENTIA - The Placentia 
Unified School District Board of 
Trustees unanimously approved 
the granting of a full increment to 
teachers and classified employes 
following a four hour session 
before a standing room only 
audience at Fairmont Elementary 
School last week. 

The board approved a formula 
whereby three-quarters of the 
increment would be restored 
immediately and the employe 
organizations would have the 
option of utilizing the other 
one-fourth increment to make a 
full increment or to give a small 
across-the-board salary schedule 
• increase. 

Both the teachers and classified 
employes organizations voted to 
take the full increment raise. 

The increment is a length of 
service raise built into the salary 
schedule. 

The board had not given the 
teachers an increment for this 
year last July because of 
budgetary problems, saying that if 
additional money became 
available they would restore the 
increment. 

The increment increase will 
appear on classified pay checks on 
July 3 and on certificated checks 
July 10 because of the lead time 
needed to process the changes. 

Salary negotiations for next 
year between the board and 
employe organizations have now

begun with the Certificated 
Employes Council asking for a 5.5 
percent cost-of-living increase in 
the salary schedule and the 
classified employes seeking a 7.6 
percent increase and an additional 
$200 in fringe benefits. 

Both groups are also 
recommending a January to 
January salary schedule beginning 
in 1973. In addition they 
recommend maintenance of salary 
increments and moveups already 
in the budget. The Certificated 
Employes Council has also 
proposed institution of a merit 
system of pay in addition to the 
regular salary schedule pending a 
study to determine feasibility. 

The Board of Education decided 
by consensus that it would retain 
the present pupil-teacher ratio and 
length of school day and will use 
another $150,000 from the/ 
undistributed reserve for thi^ 
purpose.

Brookhaven 
Program Has 
Difficulties 


To the Editor: 

Brookhaven School has 
been in existence for several 
years now. When it opened, 
there was much promise of 
the wonderful things it 
would do for our children. 
The children would proceed 
at their own speed and work 
at different levels of 
competence in different 
subjects, with no set level to 
hold them back. We were 
assured the open classroom 
concept would not lead to 
discipline problems. No 
child would be left behind. 

I feel that this promise has 
not come to pass and that 
although the brighter than 
average children are doing 
well, many of the average 
and below average children 
are not. 

This year, several 
dedicated teachers are 
leaving. Some of these 
teachers are unwilling to 
teach in the open 
classrooms where 
concentration is a problem 
for the child and discipline a 
problem for the teacher. 
These teachers are in favor 
of collapsible walls so that 
the advantages of both team 
teaching and the contained 
classroom can be fully 
realized. 

Brookhaven is an 
experimental school and I 
believe it is time that there 
was an outside evaluation of 
it to see if it is fulfilling its 
promise to be an 
exceptional school for all 
the children, regardless of 
their level of intelligence. 
This evaluation would also 
determine if adding 
collapsible walls would 
upgrade the learning 
process.
